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Locked Out Impact Staff Win Another Round 



OTTAWA (CUP)-The locked- 
out staff of Algonquin 
College's student newspaper, 
Impact, have a right to 
demand their reinstatement, 
an Ontario Supreme Court 
justice has ruled. 

In a Nov. 26 decision, 
Justice Frank W. Callaghan 
ruled that the three requ- 
isitionists, acting on behalf 
of former Impact staff, can 
legally call a special general- 
meeting to force the student 
council board of directors to 
reinstate the paper's con- 
stitution and Impact paid 
staff members whose em- 
ployment was terminated 
Oct. 1. The paper's con- 
stitution was unilaterally 
repealed this summer. 

Callaghan said the requis- 
itionists requests were con- 
sistent with the Ontario 
Corporations Act, to which 
the student council is sub- 
ject. He dismissed the 
arguments of the board ot 
director's lawyer, Steve Gold- 
enberg, who pleaded the 
plaintiff's case.for 45 minutes 
before being told his evid- 



ence was unconvincing. • 

Goldenberg argued that 
some of the motions the 
locked out staff want to bring 
up at the meeting are 
personal grievances and thus 
interfere with his clients 
ability to run the corpor- 
ation. The motions include a 
demand that the paper's 
constitution be entrenchec 
in the council's by-laws anc 
another asking that pub- 
lishing costs of the staff's 
underground paper, Intact 
be borne by student council 
- Said Callaghan: "While 
the agenda may indicate that 
certain items herein arise as a 
result of personal grievances, 
such matters are in my view 
connected with the affairs of 
the corporation and are not 
inconsistent with the Act." 

Greg Foisie, former Im- 
pact arts and entertainment 
director and now Intact staff 
member, said the staff was 
pleased with the decision. 

"It's one more roadblock 
out of the - way towards 
having the corporation's 
membership decide what 



Researcher 

to recieve required funding 



Despite changes in fund- 
ing, the Students' General 
Association has decided to 
stand bv their decision to 
hire Peter McVey- as re- 
searcher 

Barry Schmidl, SCA Pres- 
ident, informed council of 
unanticipated restrictions on 
available government fund- 
ing tor the position at 
Tuesday's meeting 

The Career Access Pro- 
gram will provide 50% of the 
researcher's wages for a 
period of 26 weeks, but. 
according to Schmidl, in 
order to qualify for an 
additional 26 weeks of 
subsidy, the person hired 
would have to satisfy govern- 
ment affirmative action cri- 
teria McVey does not fall 
within these lim its 

Schmidt proposed that the 
SCA make up the $2,200 that ' 
would be required to main- 
tain the position of research- 
er for the full 56 weeks 

"A researcher is vital to 
improving the way the SCA 
works," said Schmidl, ex- 
plaining that the additional 
cost would be spread over 
two years, and thus, would 
not be difficult to absorb 

Doug Kaldwell, SCA Tre- 



asurer, was not present at the 
executive meeting where the 
recommendation originated, 
and did not agree 

"I don't think it's finan- 
cially feasible," he said, 
adding "I'm saying no (to the 
motion)." 

Huntington rep Rob Dem- 
pster suggested that the 
council move to an in 
camera session citing con- 
cern about discussing the 
matter in front of McVey. 
who was present 

Nina Reilly, Engineering 
rep, questionned this, stating 
that "members ot the SCA 
should be accountable and 
open to the people we 
represent " 

The motion to close the 
meeting was defeated 

Kaldwell suggested that 
the motion to provide the 
required funding be tabled to 
after presentation ot an 
indepth financial report 
scheduled for January 

Political Science rep Mike 
Erskine questionned this, 
saying "$2,200 spread over 
Jhe course of a full_year is an 
infinitesimal part of out 
budget. It is not all that 
much of a problem."

they want in way of a 
newspaper at Algonquin and 
having that decision imple- 
mented," he said 

The Intact staff is making 
plans for a Dec 3 general- 
meeting, which will go ahead 
now that more than 3,000 
students have signed a 
petition in support of their 
efforts to save the paper. 
Only 100 students must show 
up at the meeting for quorum 
although Foisie expects up to 
500. 

The staff has pinned up 
posters and banners advert- 
ising the meeting on Algon- 
quin's main campuses, Rid- 
eau, Colonel By and Wood- 
roffe. Notices are appearing 
in Intact's fifth issue and 
letters of information about 
the meeting and notice of 
motion have been sent to 



students and faculty. The 
staff personally distributes all 
5,000 copies of its under- 
ground paper e^ch time it 
has been published, out of 
fear the issues would be 
destroyed if left on campus 

"A majority of our posters 
have been defaced, notices 
stating the agenda and 
motions have been destroyed 
and copies of editorials in 
support of us that were 
pinned up on bulletin boards 
have been repeatedly ripped 
down," Foisie said. 

The staff, however, is 
optimistic the motions will 
pass. Foisie said it is unlikely 
the board of directors will be 
impeached at the meeting, 
though it could happen at 
another general-meeting 

when notice has been served. 

"If they continue to 



wantonly ignore the requests 
of'the membership, students 
could impeach them," he 
said. 

Student council president 
Daniel Carriere did not return 
phone calls made to his 
•council office. 

The council locked out 
the staff Oct. 1, terminated 
the four paid staffers' em- 
ployment and posted a sign 
on the Impact office door 
which said the Impact had 
been "officially shut down." 

In the summer, the 
council dissolved the news- 
paper's board of directors 
and hired a communications 
manager. Council members 
said "gross insubordination" 
and refusal to comply with 
directives issued by the. 
manager were reasons for the 
closure. 



Bovey to Deliver Christmas Bomb 



TORONTO (CUP)-Ontario 
students will receive a 
Christmas present from the 
provincial government a 
little early this year but most 
will likely dislike what's 
inside. 

They - would probably 
rather receive a rock in a 
sack than wake up one 
morning in mid-December to 
a slick package of rec- 
ommendations from the 
three-member Bovey com- 
mission, set up to plan the 
reshaping of Ontario's 
universities. 

Ontario student leaders 
at a recent press conference, 
expressed fears that the 
commission's recommenda- 
tions will lead to massive 
tuition fee increases, drastic 
drops in accessibility and 
wholesale cuts in program- 
mes and courses. 

And they blasted the 
commission, named after 
entrepreneur Edmund Bovey, 
for not handing in its report 
in time-Nov. 15. The same 
day hundreds of students 
across the province protested 
against the commission and 
university underfunding. 

The latest news, accor- 
ding to the Toronto Star, is 
the commission members 
plan to hand over their report 
in the first week of December 
to Education Minister Bette 



Stephenson. Stephenson, 

however, says she will not 
release the results until up to 
two weeks after that. 

In the meantime, students 
are becoming increasingly 
anxious, says Monika Turner, 
Ontario Federation of 
Students chair. 

"Students have not for- 
gotten the Bovey commis- 
sion," she says. 

Turner says students are 
worried the commission's 
recommendations may mean 
they will not be able to pay 
for a university education 
and post-secondary in- 
stitutions will become avail- 
able only to the wealthy. 

"Universities in Ontario 
should not exist to serve the 
needs of the elite," she says. 

University faculty are 
echoing Turner's concerns. 
In a letter to Stephenson, the 
Ontario Confederation of 
University Faculty Assoc- 
iations urge the minister to 
release the report as soon as 
possible. 

OCUFA executive director 
Howard Epstein says the 
confederation also plans to 
set up a debate among 
leadership cohdidates for the 
Ontario Progressive Con- 
servative Party on issues such 
as the university system and 
its role in the province's 
development. 



"We don't think the 
candidates should be silent 
on this very important issue," 
Epstein says. 

Sean Conway, the Liberal 
colleges and universities 
critic, and NDP leader Bob 
Rae have shown students and 
faculty some support by 
presenting petitions in the 
legislature asking the Ontario 
government to make 
education a higher priority. 
More than 12,000 students 
signed the petition. 

The Bovey -commission 
has spent the last 11 months 
investigating Ontario's 

universities and conducting 
public and private hearnings 
on the issue. It is supposed to 
recommend an "operational 
plan" that would give each 
Ontario university a more 
clearly defined role, in- 
cluding suggesting that some 
may be designated centres of 
specialization. 

The commission has been 
also given a mandate to 
examine the proposal for a 
University of North Eastern 
Ontario, which would 
amalgamate Laurentian 

University with Algoma Col- 
lege, Nipissing University 
and College de Hearst. 

The commission is the 
fourth formal body in less 
than 20 years to examine 
Ontario's universities.

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CFS-Pacific chair Resigns Amid Blackmail Charges 



VANCOUVER (CUP)-Saying 
she has been the victim of 
blackmail, the chair of the 
B.C. wing of Canada's nat- 
ional student lobby group 
has resigned. 

In a letter read at a Simon 
Fraser University student 
council meeting, CFS-Pacific 
region chair Tami Roberts 
charged Stephen Howard, 
SFU student council pres- 
ident, with attempting to 
blackmail her. 

In the letter, Roberts said 
Howard threatened an SFU 
pullout of the national 
organization and possible 
impeachment proceedings 
against Roberts unless she 
used her influence to resolve 
a labor dispute at Kwantlen 
College in Surrey, B.C. 

"The federation is impor- 
tant to me. It is not, 
however, important enough 
for me to receive this abuse, 
be the victim of slander and 
blackmail, and to play this 
backroom, 'hardball' game," 
Roberts said in the letter. "I 
have had enough." 

Howard refused comment 
on the letter, saying the 
matter is being reviewed by 
the council's lawyer. He 
denied Roberts' charges. 

"I'm not really happy 
about her resignation, but I 



think given what happened 
with the dispute at Kwantlen 
College her resignation was 
necessary," Howard said. 

Kwantlen College's stu- 
dent council has been 
charged with laying off one 
of the student council's two 
employees for union activ- 
ities. The charge was laid 
before the B.C. Labor Rel- 
ations Board by the Service, 
Office and Retail Workers 
Union of Canada, which 
represents the employees. 

Roberts was the president 
of the Kwantlen College 
student council last year. 
Howard and the union both 
claim Roberts was involved 
in the dispute and aided the 
student council's case at the 
Labor Board since her 
election as CFS-Pacific chair 
last spring. 

"I think she is a highly 
qualified person who made 
some mistakes about one 
issue," Howard said. 

Roberts said in a later 
interview she testified before 
the Labor Board to clear her 
name of anti-union charges. 
She said there was no 
anti-union activity by the 
student council during her 
term at Kwantlen and she has 
no influence with the student 
society now. 



Student Security Officier 
Suspended 



A Laurentian student 
security officer is on suspen 
sion following a fight in the 
Voyageur Pub last Thursday 
that sent one person to 
* hospital 

At the Students' General 
Association Council meeting 
Tuesday, Head of Student 
Security, Randy Boyle, told 
council that Johnny Morelli 
will be suspended from his 
duties pending a police 
investigation. 

Morelli, who was not on 
'duty Thursday, allegedly 
assaulted a man and injured 
him sev&rely according to 
Boyle 

While police will be 
pressing charges Boyle and 
Campus Security Chief, 
Norm Raiche, will be con- 
ducting their own investiga- 
tions 

Boyle told council that 
none of the six student 



security officers on duty al 
the time contacted either the 
city police or campus sec- 
urity that night 

"I will be interviewing 
each one of them as to find 
out why they didn't," he said. 

Although the student sec- 
urity staff had been given 
procedural guidelines at a 
fall meeting Boyle could not 
explain why they were not 
followed. 

Boyle fielded questions 
from council and heard 
several recollections of the 
incident by councillors who 
had been at the pub that 
night. 

One councillor said she 
had asked a student security 
officer if there was anyone 
on staff who knew first aid "I 
don't know but I wish there 
was for this guy's sake," was 
the response she said she 
received

"(The Kwantlen dispute) 
should have nothing to do 
with me being chair of the 
federation, but people want 
to make that link," Roberrts 
said. 

"I don't think I have to go 
around on my knees trying to 
convince people I'm not 
anti-union," she said. 

Sarah White, represen- 
tative for Kwantlen's bar- 
gaining unit, said the union 



does not believe Roberts' 
role in the Kwantlen dispute 
ended when her term as 
CFS-Pacific region chair 
began May 1. 

"Tami Roberts had 
influence with the people at 
Kwantlen that have had to do 
with this dispute going on as 
long as it has," said White. 

The union and the 
Kwantlen student council 
have been in negotiations for 



nine months. Because of a 
positive strike vote taken by 
the remaining employee, the 
union is in a legal strike 
position. 

Roberts said the Kwantlen 
dispute is only part of her 
reason for resigning. "The 
main thing is I don't feel 
capable of doing the things I 
ran for chair to do," Roberts 
said. 



CFS-Chair Elect Slams White Paper 



.EDMONTON (CUP)-A Uni- 
versity of Alberta student 

'who will take over as Chair of 
Canada's national student 
lobby group next year says 
the Alberta government 
wants to turn universities 
into job training centres. 

Barb Donaldson, a home 
economics student who was 
elected to the top position of 
the Canadian Federation of 
Students at its recent gen 
eral-meeting, says the gover- 
nment's White Paper-Pro- 
posals for an Industrial and 
Scientific Strategy for Alber- 
tans 1985-1990-indicates it 
does not value broadly-based 
university education. 

"The government seems 
to want large numbers of 
people trained for specific 
roles rather than educated 
for adaptability," Donaldson 
says, "(But) traditionally 
what has been found in the 
labor market is that people 



with broadly based educa-' 
tional experience, such as 
students with general arts 
and science degrees, are less 
likely to be unemployed". 

Donaldson says she is 
concerned about the govern- 
ments pre-occupation with 
job skills training because of 
its poor record in predicting 
job trends. 

"Government agencies, 
and the government itself, 
have not been good at 
predicting labor demands in 
the past and probably would 
not be able to do better in 
the future. 

Donaldson says the 
government has already in- 
itiated the first of its job skills 
training programmes by set- 
ting up the Westerra Inst- 
itution in Stoney Plain, near 
Edmonton. Westerra, she 
says, plans to accommodate 
3,000 students by 1985-86. 

"The Westerra Institution, 



which trains people in job 
skills and nothing else, was 
set up by the province before 
the White Paper came out, 
she says. "The White Paper 
seems to have been written 
to justify this institution." 
But Randy Dawson, 
executive assistance to Dick 
Johnston, Alberta's advanced 
education and manpower 
minister, disagrees. 

Though Dawson insists 
broad-based education will 
not suffer at the expense of 
job skills training, he says 
special funding for tech- 
nological . projects will 
exceed operating grants 
given to educational instit- 
utions. 

Dawson says the govern- 
ment has finished the public 
hearings on the White Paper 
and will publish position 
papers on the White Paper 
"-next spring and summer. 




Spermicides and Condoms : 

Effective Means of Birth Control

Vaginal spermicides come 
in many forms. These include 
foams, creams, jellies and 
suppositories. They are avail- 
able at pharmacies without a 
prescription. One of the most 
common brand names is 
Delfen Foam. 

These methods also do 
not have any real effects on 
the metabolism of the 
woman as they are not 
thought to be absorbed to 
any significant degree. They 
offer some minimal protec- 
tion, against sexually trans- 
mitted diseases. They add 
lubrication during inter- 
course and they do not 
interfere with breast feeding. 
Some women, however, can 
have serious allergies to the 
spermicidal products that 
can cause severe vaginal 
irritation. 

The product must be used 
as per instructions and must 



be inserted at least half an 
hour prior to intercourse. 
Again, it has a typical failure 
rate of about 15 per cent per 
year. 

Condoms are one of the 
oldest effective means of 
birth control. This method 
allows the male partner to 
help with the act of 
contraception. I causes no 
hormonal or chemical 
changes to the body. It is 
relatively inexpensive. Con- 
doms can be obtained at 
drug stores without a doc- 
tor's prescription. They are 
also protective against sex- 
ually transmittalbe infec- 
tions. 

Condoms must be used 
correctly. They must be put 
on the penis as soon as it 
becomes firm and the penis 
must be withdrawn after 
ejaculation while still firm. 
Care must be taken to ensure 
that the penis does not come 



anywhere near the vagina 
without being covered in the 
condom. 

Some men complain that 
condoms decrease their sex- 
ual sensation. Dry condoms 
can also irritate a woman's 
vagina. If used properly, 
condoms can be very effec- 
tive, particularly when used 
in combination with one of 
the other methods outlined 
above. That is, condoms plus 
a combination of rhythm and 
or a spermicidal agent can be 
a very safe and effective 
means of birth control. This 
is particularly true if inter- 
course occurs infrequently. 

This could be the method 
best suited for couples who 
are temporarily living apart 
and have intercourse only 
once or twice a month and 
avoid having intercourse 
during the woman's fertile 
period.

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Personal Solutions for Third World Problems

"Try to imagine you are in a village 
with mud huts, no running water, 
electricity or health clinics, and goats 
running around everywhere. Outside 
the huts, you might see a Mercedes- 
Benz. That's the kind of picture I have 
of Nigeria, the priorities they have for 
development. Nigeria is a country of 
extremes." 

Chung Kuan, a recent Canadian 
University Services Overseas volunteer 
and University of British Columbia 
graduate, speaks slowly and carefully 
about his two-year mathematics teach- 
ing placement in Nigeria. A Chinese- 
Canadian in his mid 20's, Kuan seems 
constantly aware that his words might 
form black and white images which 
characterize Western views of the third 
world. 

"Nigeria is a laj'ge and complex 
country of many tribes, and it varies 
from area to area," he says. "It's hard to 
generalize my experience to the whole 
of Nigeria." 

Kuan worked at a teacher's training 
school, teaching students who could 
barely speak English, much less use the 
imported language to understand math. 
In the school's storeroom, Kuan found 
many unused beakers, graduated 
cylinders and various chemicals. 

"Some of the equipment you could 
not even find in our high schools, such 
as a chemical balance. It had never 
been used. People who came over 10 or 
15 years ago thought buying a lot of 
scientific equipment would solve the 
problem." 

Bill Raikes, another CUSO volunteer 
who spent two years in Sierre Leone and 
Papua, New Guinea, says foreign 



attempts to help impoverished coun- 
tries often fail because the country's 
situation is poorly understood. 

First world solutions are unsuitable 
for third world problems, he says, citing 
an agricultural problem near his home 
in Sierre Leone involving the harvest of 
several rice fields as an example. 

The locals encountered problems in 
determining how to harvest the rice 
because the fields were so large. A 
Canadian advisor recommended they 
buy three Massey-Fergusson combines, 
which proved difficult to use. They 
could not be adjusted to the height of 
the rice, which was grown in flooded 
fields, and had no spare parts. 

"All three of them seized up after 
three months, simply because no one 
knew to change the oil. And that's 
$90,000 worth of farming equipment," 
Raikes says. 

One of CUSO's basic operating 
principles is to promote grass roots 
development and deal with economic 
inequities on terms set by the third 
world. While most CUSO volunteers 
hesitate to define these inequities, Wes 

Mautlsaid, CUSO's B.C. regional 
director, ventures an opinion. 

"Well, I think that it is the social and 
economic system that has been built 
over the years," he says. Maultsaid 
brings 13 years of experience in 
international organizations to bear jn 
his slow, accurate statements. 

"Third world countries' resources 
have come under the control of 
countries and transnational corpora- 
tions. In Cuatemala, they have the 
resources to feed and house the 
people, but the exploitation of these 
resources does not benefit the local 
people. They are taken out and used to 
maintain the standard of living that first 
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world countries are used to," Mautlsaid 
says. 

"Many countries have gained politi- 
cal independence, but they have not 
gained economic independence. They 
are stuck in a cycle of dependency." 

The Canadian International Develop- 
ment Agency, which funds CUSO and 
other volunteer programs, is responsible 
for more costly forms of aid. According 
to a recent study by Roger Young of the 
North-South Institute, many CIDA 
programs are wasteful and encourage 
third world dependency on Canada. 

CIDA emphasizes providing expen- 
sive technology, instead of supplying 
spare parts and training the people to 
utilize existing technology, says Young. 
When the imported Canadian machines 
con't on page 5

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break down, they must ask CIDA for 
new ones. 

Canada's tied aid programs, which 
specify that funds must be used to 
purchase Canadian goods, force reci- 
pients to use expensive technology 
where it may not be appropriate. 

Raikes says often simple solutions 
work where highly technical ones fail. 

When visiting the garden of one of 
Sierre Leone students, Raikes found the 
student used a half gallon gourd to 
water his plants. He walked half a mile 
for each gourd full of water, making 
watering the garden a five hour task. 
Raikes later discovered a five gallon 
watering can in the nearby city, which 
he bought for $2. "With the watering 
can, my student was able to reduce his 
watering time to half an hour, and 
consequently pay his school fees, 
support his family and double the size 
of his plot." 

"It was just $2 worth of technology 
that saved his life," says Raikes, smiling 
at the solution's simplicity. 

But CUSO volunteers are uncertain if 
their work has any major effect on the 
country's development. Most ? r °v 

felt the personal interaction ..... 

most important aspect of their 
placement for both them and the locals. 

A CUSO volunteer lives as the local 
lives - sometimes without running 
water, transportation or electricity. 
They are often held responsible for 
projects they feel are not of the greatest 
use, but must complete them because 
of the local government's insfstence, 
which pays them. The CUSO volunteer 
must learn a new language and culture. 

Despite these obstacles, Kuan says 
the time he spent in Nigeria was very 
valuable. "I feel I have gained more 
than I have put out. Two years is a 
tremendous learning experience, and I 
believe five years of university 



education could not give me what I 
have experienced over there." 

Kuan does not claim to have 
changed Nigeria's unequal economic 
system, but he says he is satisfied with 
his contribution on a personal level. 

Jean Malonney, a UBC adult 
education student, says her recent 
experience in Papua, New Guinea was 
also personally enriching. "On a 
personal level, there were some people 
that I think I really did help. Just of few 
of my students I think I really touched 
and made a difference in their lives. 
And that has to be enough " 

Critics of the program, including 
some CUSO volunteers, say volunteer 
groups like CUSO sometimes fail to help 
the country's poor directly. Volunteers 
- especially those in teaching programs 
which make up 50 per cent of CUSO's 
placements - think they are perpetua- 
ting a culturally and economically 
biased system. 

Kuan says Nigeria's Western form of 
education is stifling its culture and 
altering its traditions. "When they ask 
Canadians to come here and teach they 
are also getting our culture, our values, 
our thinking," he says. 

"They are taking children away from 
the villages and putting them in 
schools, teaching them the city culture. 
The price they pay is quite big." 

Raikes also has reservations about 
the Western education system, saying 
what is taught is often useless to the 
locals. The Sierre Leone government 
contracted him to teach North 
American geography to its students 
because it is a requirement on regional 
tests qualifying one to continue study. 
In West Africa, regional exams retain a 
Western bias left from the time of 
colonialism, he says. 

"I could not teach them the area's 
geography because it was not on the 



exam. After three years of teaching 

these kids, I don't think I contributed 

one iota to their development,'' he 
admits 

Another organization that sends 
volunteers to developing countries is 
World University Services Canada 
Richard Dalgarno, WUSC's overseas 
project assistant director, defends their 
program, where 70 per cent of 
placements teach a Western style 
education. "If it's of relevance to the 
bulk of the people is debatable," says 
Dalgarno in a telephone interview in 
Ottawa "But it's what they asked for. 
It's what they want." 

In response to criticism of its 
teaching placements, CUSO is shifting 
its emphasis to more specific projects 
designed to raise the basic standard of 
living. Skilled university graduates 
coordinate projects, such as setting up 
health facilities and implementing more 
effective subsistence farming methods. 

"We would try to get several 
Canadians to go to Columbia," says 
Maultsaid, giving an example of a 
specific scheme. "One would be a 
doctor, one a nurse, one a dentist, and 
maybe a co-ordinator. They would work 
with four Columbian people, so we 
could start a health project in a certain 
part of the country. After a while, we 
would withdraw the CUSO people and 
hope the program would be carried on 
under the Columbians." 

Volunteers do agree on one thing - 
they want to increase Canadian's 
awareness of third world realities. "They 
want to do something that is not for 
them personally but for society," says 
Raikes. 

"Sometimes I felt I wasn't doing 
much, but at least f- was doing 
something."
